OF ENGLAND. 
LEICESTER MEETING, 1868 

UNPRECEDENTED SUCCESS

There are one or two m»ltera whiob,

city ef St John's to the Water Com- 
pany; and in like manner to issue bonds 
to luiid tlie liability contraoted in ro- 
speot of, tbe Harbor Grace Water Com- 
pany. Tfiore is'^thii^ifferiiAoe'Wtween 
the case oito'd 'and'biif own : Tho ono 
waa to meet existing liabilities for 
water-works already con^trootod ; tbe 
other is to provide for the conatruotioii 
of wateraworks indispenpible to tho 
prosperity of Victoria. Bat wo do not 
apprebepdrTth.%t;4.tbe diCfersDCe is fatal 
to oar' object. ) It matters not to ibo 
Dominion OoverDmcnl whether its credit 
be sought to aid in paying for what bus 
been already obtaioed or in tho procural 
of an admitted; neoewitj;.

With' Fed 
eral aid the capital oonld. be got at 5 
per cent, whtoh would inrolye u tery 
triiing charge upon tho community in 
tbe form of watdt ratei. A *Torl{, 
essential under any oitcttmstances, be 
comes still mote urgent in »iew of.a 
cniisiderable influx of copulation ; ana, 
asFuming that tbe work would be in 
progres<i next year, tbe very demand 
thus created for labor would probably 
bo the means of retaining in the coun- 
try hundreds ol psraonn who might 
otherwise leave it. There can really be 
no doubt as to the willingness of the 
PbdiiBlibu GoTernmcBt to lend, its .credit 
for'Sa amall an Bsaoant; and we shall, 
in all probabllityi nerer buve a more 
favorable opporluuily of aocomplisbing 
a great pnblio uecsaaity.

There is anoth 
or point which, although very recently 
presented io tboEa columns, wa venturo 
"to'reoar to now; and that is the impor- 
tance of a gsologioal survey. . A» ^"»» 
been olreod/ maied, the Dominion Gov- 
erumonttet apart the mm of ono bun- 
drod thousand dollars to be expendod 
in geological surveys,-»xto,nding over a 
period of five years. Under that pro- 
vision a portion t f the oonntry west of 
Lake Superior was surreyed last year ; 
and more of it will probably bo sur, 
Teyed daring tho prosnni year. Tnere 
is probably no part of British North 
America presenting such geological in> 
terost as.Brliish Columbia ; artd there 
is bertainlj no part in iospoot of which 
a survey may be pretumed to bo of equal 
' Importanoe. Beyond the random bit« 
that bare been from timo to lime made, 
ttho great mineral wesltb pi tbe country 
may truly be said to lie* undisthrbed ; 
and this oonditloii^ m"ay,' -lii a groat 
meaBure, bo attributed lo the abuonco 
of anythiuK like a general knowledge ot 
the formotions, and of the laws govarn- 
lug mineral dopotils. It would not bo 
tco much to ask that, within IWulvo 
mooths'from'tbe time i of the .admission 
of thf8'''cia^oot''lBt6''Hhtf" 'DomUfoh of 
Canada, such a karrey should bo com- 
menced ; and, assuming that union will 
take placo during tho present year, it 
would be a most opportuue t'lmo to in- 
augurate ^ geological Rurv(»y of the ool- 
ouT wb«init is reasonable to oxpoo'., that 
thOdiMllii'dr'tot freih population will ba 
.po.tiiipg ,in> attiaoted by this yoar'b 
experience iu the Ominoca and Foaoo 
lUinoB. An early geological surrey of a 
portion of the colony may, therefore^ bo 
initly urged as one of the couBiderations 
',0f Cpaf«|derallon. The subject of an 
Indian policy ia one which, although 
profided for in ihs Organic Act, iB of 
too much imporlanoa to be passed orOr 
iu silence.

There ia this to be eald re- 
specting our ludian population, however, 
that they will quickly bocomo awaro ot 
vrhat they may regard as tho transfer- 
renoo of their oountry from Imperial to 
Canadian sovereignly; and although 
we Boaroely think thoy are imbnod with 
any narrow projudicus against Canada, 
still It is by no moans iraposBib'e that 
theytmay^*oonoeivo thorasolves alighted 
or wronged in the trnnsaction. The 
Indians cannot bo too early afisurod that 
tbsir interests will be specially wo" 
provided for under G^nllgderation— that 
the change ia one no loss to be desired
